Oenerai ttraut'a Recollections—Lin- 
coln's Auocclotnl Illustration!!. 


General Grant, in introducing Coif ax, 


who lectured on Lincoln, said : "Ladies 
and gentlemen—It has been assigned 
me to present the orator of the even- 
ing, who will deliver a lecture upon tha 
life and public services of our late mar- 
tyred President, Lincoln. It was nol 
my good fortune to have known that 
eminent man in oaily days. Although 
we hailed from the same State, and 
were citizens of the same State at the 
beginning of the great Rebellion, yet ] 
never met him until 18C4, when I was 
called East to take command of the 
Army of the Potomac. I had heart 
very much about Lincoln aud all my 
prejudices were in his favor. I had 
heard much aboa* his fund of anecdotes 
and had heard many anecdotes attributed 
to him, which seemed to me rather coari* 
to come Irom such a source. After my 
coming to the East I saw a great deal o: 
him. He seemed to love to spend his 
time with officers of the Army of the 
Potomac, and was always at my head- 
quarters when possible, and I never 
heard him talk seriously about anything 
that he did not illustrate the strong 
points he wanted to make by an anecdote 
always appropriate, always clear, al- 
ways such that might be repeated her 
or in any society. It is my firm coa 
viotion that many of the anecdotes tha 
ore attributed to Lincoln were never ut 
tered by him. All that I ever henrc 
were illustrative of the point he wanted 
to 
make 
clear, and 
I am 
tolc 


that this 
was his 
course 
at the 


bar as a lawyer. I shall not 
re- 


peat any of the anecdotes that were tolc 
to me for my instruction, but as I came 
in this evening I was handed a note re 
minding me of a circumstance that ] 
did not know before, or if I oid, hat 
forgotten, and which marks the appro 
priateness of the clato fixed for hearing 
this lecture.

The .Mi>;uiinsf of ".Settlement.' 


In dociding a contested land case, 


the Secretary of the Interior makes tlie 
following definition of the word "set- 
tlement," as used in the Pre-emption 
Act : 


Kesidence is not essential to a pre- 


emption settlement. A settler is one 
who does some act on the land indica- 
tive of an intention to claim the bene- 
fits of the law. Although the erection 
of a house and residence thereon may 
manifest such purpose, in connection 
with other acts, yet there may be a 
valid settlement without residence. To 
fell traes, to plow or fence the land, or 
lay the foundation for a house, or to do 
any other act which clearly manifests a 
purpose to convert the "land into a 
home, will, if followed by residence, 
give the party a pre-emption right 
which relates back to its first act. No 
definite time within which residence 
must commence is fixed by law. It 
must, however, be withiu such reason- 
able time as to manifest a, purpose to 
comply with the requirements of 
the 


law and eo retain and not, abandon the 
tract. Iu such case his right will not 
be forfeited.

his possession for twenty-four hours 
after which the gentleman might cal 
for a letter from the spirit world.
